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any time, on application made, 'authorize any per-
son or persons, under such directions as the said 
court may prescribe, to examine the books and ac-
counts of the said company, and inquire into and 
report upon its management and affairs. 

SECTION 6. A majority of the directors of any Qualification of 
such corporation must be citizens of the state of ' hold". 
Wisconsin, and each director must be a stock- 
holder to the amount of five thousand dollars at 
least. 

SECTION 7. All acts contravening the provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 8. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
